is that the far-reaching reforms 
(with reference to appoinfments 
and promotions in the consular 
service and a more settled tenure 
of office) which have been intro- 
duced under the inspiration of 
our great Secretary of State, have 
at last absolutely changed the ba- 
sis of that service from the ‘spoils 
system’ to that of merit and 
proved efficiency. For the first 
time in our history, the consular 
service now offers to the brightest 
voung man something approach- 
ing to a permanent and interest- 
ing career. 

I’Rf^ENT EDUCATION INADEQUATE. 

“The country needs far more 
than general post-graduate courses 
of the various universities. We 
train men specially for our army 
and navy, and for other special 
professions. Just so, for the bene- 
fit of those men who at the proper 
a^ definitely set before themselves 
the public service ai home, in 
national. State, and municipal 
spheres, or the foreign service, as 
life careers, there ought to be, 
somewhere in the United States, 
at least one special college, whose 
entire curriculum shall be ar- 
ranged with a view to training a 
picked body of young men for the 
public, diplomatic, and consular 
service. 

“Only with such a special train- 
ing school can we meet the new 
demands and live up to the inspir- 
ing opportunities now created by 
Secretary Root’s far-reaching re- 
forms. The George Washii^ton 
University proposes at once to 
make its Golle^ of the Political 
Sciences just such a training 
school for the public, diplomatic, 
and consular services. 

“To off^ the total expense of 
the work on the larger scale, 
amounting to between $46,000 and 
$60,000, we could safely count, 
next year, upon an income of $20,- 
000 from tuition fees. The total 
of these fees would doubtless be 
greater after one more year under 
toe enlarged curriculum and the

CALLS FOR OUARANTEX FUND. 

“Realizing that during the pres- 
ent financim stringency it would 
not be possible to raise such an 
immense sum for endowment, wf 
are now appealing to a few repr^ 
sentative business men for a guar.- 
antee fund of $25,000 a year for 
the next five years.
